PROBLEM * 


To consider the actions required to fulfill the USIB charge to the 
Committee to "report plans for its operation, and function in its assigned 
field of responsibility in time of emergency". 

DISCUSSION * 


The Chairman read the USIB minute of the 7 July meeting on the subject 
(USIB-M-47) . The Members discussed the relationships between CQMINT and 
ELINT and considered the types of possible emergency conditions which had 
been adopted by the CQMINT Committee as a basis for developing their plans. 
These were: 


Limited alert with 


no evacuation

b« Warning alert received and evacuation. 

c. All out hostilities without warning alert (major disaster). 

It was decided to adopt the above eventualities as a basis for further 
consideration. It was recognized, however, that ELINT had many uniq ue 
situations and that circumstances would not parallel conditions in the 
CQMINT field in all instances. It was generally conceded that two specific 
aspects had to be reviewed, i.e., the military field type operations, and 
the overall policy level setup* 


The Chairman requested that copies of papers developed by the COMINT 
Committee be made available to the ELINT Committee, The Executive Secretary 
will ensure that this is done. The CIA Member recommended that an ad hoc ' 
ELINT Committee group be appointed, and the Members concurred. It was 
decided that the group should be chaired by NSA. 

DECISION : (16 July 1959) 

To appoint an ad hoc group composed of members from NSA, CIA and Joint 
Staff (chaired by NSA) to study requirements for developing recommendations 
to USIB on emergency plans for the ELINT field. Group to develop both 
organizational and field operational aspects* calling on assistance from 
members as needed 5
